Resignations Not Formal 


The announced intentions of 
School Committeeman George 
F.. Olesen and John F. Lyons to 
resign from the committee as 
of June 30, have not been for- 
malized, as of midweek. 

And, the apparent effort of 
Dr. Francis E. Griggs, school 
board chairman to resolve the 
issue by having the selectmen 
appoint William Murphy as 
special counsel, failed to win 
support. 

Neither Olesen or Lyons had 
submitted their written 
resignations to Town Clerk 
Elden R. Salter as of Wednes- 
day noon. The written notice to 
the town clerk is the first step 
in formally leaving the com- 
mittee and initiating the 
procedure for replacement. 

Monday night the selectmen 
received a letter from Chair- 
man Griggs asking that the 
selectmen consider appoint- 
ment of Murphy to act as 
counsel in connection with the 
so-called Regan case. 

Griggs said in his letter, that 
he believed that if such action 
were taken, Mr. Olesen and Mr. 
Lyons would reconsider their 
decision to resign. 

Chairman : Ailton Greenberg 
of the selectiien said that the 
board had agreed to allow the

School Committeeman 
George F. Olesen intends, ‘‘to 
walk into the town clerk’s office 
on June 30 and submit his 
resignation,” unless the school 
committee reconsiders the 
matter of special counsel to the 
board. 


Olesen and Committeeman 
John F. Lyons announced their 
resignations, effective June 30, 
at last week’s meeting, due to 
the majority decision of the 
board to accept Atty.

Olesen said that neither he, 
nor Lyons, were aware of the 
letter and proposal presented to 
the selectmen Monday night 
from Chairman Frank Griggs 
which suggested the selectmen 
appoint James Murphy of

Five of the fifteen coveted 
Phillips Academy Commence- 
ment awards were won by An- 
dover seniors Friday, in a wet 
but joyful ceremony crowded 
into Cochran Chapel by the rain. 

Nicholas Holt Kimball, Cannon 
Marcus Labrie, Mary Jo O’Reil- 
ly, Theodore Sizer, II and Mary 
Elise Washburn, all Andover 
residents, and Paul Suslovic of 
Methuen were singled out for 
special awards among the 369 
graduating seniors at Andover’s 
celebrated - coeducational 
residential Academy. 

“IT am more and more per- 
suaded,’’ Headmaster Sizer told 
the seniors in his Commence- 
ment address, that paradox may 
be the heart of the process of 
education and, indeed, the heart 
of a civilized culture.’’ He urged 
them to an awareness of paradox 
and an acceptance of its deman- 
ding disciplines: for example, 
the truly honest person keeps 
many paradoxes unresolved, ina 
state of continuing tension, but 
the results of this tension may be 
great fairness, decency and true 
joy. Since there are in this world 
few clear rights and wrongs, 
blacks and whites, said Sizer, 
most moral decisions are, for 
honest and thinking people, the 
careful resolutions of competing 
legitimate claims. ‘“The more 
complexity you see, the fuzzier is 
the truth ... Yet this painful 
awareness gives us our potential 
for our fullest happiness, a vision 
of existence as wide as mankind, 
which has both mystery and 
revealed truth.”’

Chairman Frederick Allis of 
the library trustees, informed 
the selectmen that his board

Lengthy corridors, many 
rooms and extensive renovation 
to make the building conform to 
a library function, were among 
the items which ruled out 
Sacred Heart as an alternate 
site, McNiff ssid. 

The present library was cen- 
trally located and expansion of 


the facility was the more 
recommended route to follow, 
MeNiff said. 

He added that if the theater 
property and building were ac- 
quired, possibly the regional 
library facility could be 
relocated here, with some funds 
coming to the town from the 
state for such a facility. 

Mrs. Nancy Jacobson, library 
director, emphasized that the 
library is in dire need of space. 

Current facilities are inade- 
quate to meet the needs of the 
library and the use to which the 
facility is put by the Andover 
public. 

While the town has grown 22 
per cent in recent years, the 
library circulation has in- 
ereased 180 per cent. 

Mrs. Jacobson empahsized 
the need for space, for the 
public, for the staff, for book 
storage and display and also 
general storage. 

Of the property to the rear of 
the building, Mrs. Jacobson 
echoed Mr. Allis’ comment that 
the library lives under the cons- 
tant threat of what will happen 
to the theater building in back. 

Acquisition of the property to 
the rear of the library would 
provide for parking facilities, 
as well as the building serving 
as possible library facilities, 
along with other municipal 
uses, according to Town 
Manager Austin in his report to 
the selectmen. 

The theater building was in- 


itially offered to the town for 
about $80,000 in 1968. Since that 


time the buildin 


renovated for offices and now 
has an estimated price tag of 


about $250,000.

Austin, in his report, pointed 
out that planning funds for 
library expansion have been 
provided by recent town 
meetings and acquisition of 
property on the side of the 
building has also been authoriz- 
ed. 

Status of the economy would 
be a consideration in any 
decisions to be made by the 
selectmen. 

Austin has recommended the 
negotaitions be inaugurated 
with the owners of the land and 
building between the library 
and theater and the parking lot 
off Pearson street.

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Resignations Draw Mixed Emotions

The announced resignations 
of School Committeemen John 
Lyons and George Olesen have 
generally met with mixed 
emotions here, while some cor- 
ners have reserved comment 
until it all becomes official. 

Both men said at last week’s 
meeting they would resign 
effective June 30, but neither 
has turned in his letter to Town 


‘‘by vigorous verbal and 
physical abuse’’ that included 
having garbage thrown on his 
lawn and rotten eggs at his 
house. Wragg also, Fitzgerald 
said, had suffered ‘‘verbal in- 
dignities’’ in public. 

Lyons has been systematical- 
ly subjected to the same abuse, 
Fitzgerald went on, and in addi- 
tion has had cars driving across 
his lawn at high speeds and has 
had his business threatened by 
people approaching his clients 


to school committeemen who 
have opposing viewpoints and 
who vigorously support them.”’’ 

Former Committeeman 
William Lane, whose ‘‘secret 
meeting’ case against his 
colleagues initiated the special 
counsel question last year, said 
he met the news with mixed 
emotions.

nal one for the school com- 
mittee to solve and not the 
selectmen. 

Olesen informed the 
TOWNSMAN that he felt that 
Griggs was making an assump- 
tion in the matter of the ap- 
pointment of Murphy. (see 
separate story). 

Griggs said that Atty. 
Murphy, (who represented the 
board in the Lane secret session 
case a year ago and has served 
aS special counsel to the school 
committee) was, the man with 
the most experience and 
knowledge in this and related 
matters, and, ‘“‘in fairness to 
the committee should be its 
counsel.”’ 

The school board chairman 
felt it important that this 
matter receive full and open 
consideration by the board of 
selectmen. 

Chairman Greenberg asked if 
anyone was present from the 
school committee and there 
was no response. 

Finance Committee Chair- 
man Charles Wesson informed 
the board that the library doors 
where the board was meeting 
were locked at 9:30. 

Greenberg replied that 
access could be gained easily to 
the meeting, or to any of the 
members, in fact, Wesson had 
gained entrance by ringing an 
outside bell. 

The selectmen made no com- 
ment on the request and took no 
action. 

With regard to providing 
funds for the town counsel ac- 
count, the board agreed to 
allow the school committee to 
expend $3,700 to meet its 
obligations with regard to pay- 
ment of counsel. 

The finance committee had 
twice rejected a request for 
transfer of the amount by the 
town manager. 

The request centered around 
the retaining of Atty. Murphy 
as special counsel and how the 
bills were to be paid. 

There was discussion 
between the finance committee 
members and selectmen on the 
authorization of school counsel. 
It was agreed that Atty. 
Murphy was appointed by the 
town manager on request from 
the school board. 

Rather than get all tangled in 
legal responsibilities, Select- 
man Alan F. French suggested 
that the bill had to be paid and 
that the school committee was 
willing to accept the respon- 
sibility of transfer. 

French said that the 
bookkeeping procedure be 
authorized with the understan- 
ding that no precedent is set by 
such action, to which his 
colleagues were in unanimous 
agreement.

mitteeman William 1. Lane a 
year ago. 

Along with Lyons and Wragg, 
Olesen was found to be in viola- 
tion of the open meeting law. 

Olesen says that in the taking 
of depositions, Atty. Daniels 
failed to file exceptions. 

“We were told to answer any 
and all questions. 

‘‘My personal lawyer told me 
that this was proper, but that 
your attorney can make excep- 
tions, then you respond, and the 
question is presented to the 
courts. If the question was 


proper, it would be put into the . 


record,’’ Olesen reports. 

“‘Atty. Daniels made no ex- 
ceptions,’’ Olesen states, and 
further commented that 80 per 
cent of the questions had to do 
with the Regan case, not the 
secret sessions as contended in 
Lane’s suit. 

Olesen also contends that At- 
ty. Carmine DiAdamo, counsel 
for both Lane and Regan, took 
the answers and, based on the 
testimony, filed four additional 


charges in the secret meetings 


case. 

Further, Olesen said, the 
testimony was not to be made 
public, but that a represen- 
tative of the superintendent’s 
association recited facts from 


the court documents at a school . 


committee meeting, before the 
members had access to them. 

He said a decision had to be 
made whether to go to a higher 


court, ‘following the finding .. 


which indicated open meeting 
law violations. ‘“‘It was a case of 
going higher based on testifying 
against ourself, or get on with 
the business of education, and 
we chose the latter,’’ Olesen 
says. 

Atty. Daniels, who was 
representing the committee in- 
itially, notes that the 
depositions taken in civil cases, 
require the witnesses to give 
the court all information re- 
quested. 

The questioning can run a 
broad spectrum, including delv- 
ing into personal business. 

All questions asked must be 
answered and may at some 
time be determined to be rele- 
vant or irrelevant by the court, 
but the court makes the ul- 
timate decision. 

The matters presented during 
the taking of depositions in the 
particular case were revelant, 
Atty. Daniels said. 

He did not try the case in the 
courts. By that time, the school 
committee had obtained special 


counsel, Atty. Murphy of | 


Salem. 

Town Counsel Daniels had 
asked to be relieved of the case 
and the selectmen and town 
manager had acceded to the 
wishes of the school committee _

Resignation Not 


Proper Response 


The announced resignation of John F. Lyons and 
George Olesen from the school committee due to their 
avowed dislike for the decision regarding counsel, 
seems, at least on the surface, a weak excuse. 

Further, it takes on the aura of being a threat, in view 
of the failure of the two men to formally notify the town 
clerk of their announced intentions. 

There should be little doubt that the resignations 
should be effective as of June 30. 

Olesen and Lyons object to the offer of Atty. Fredric 
S. O’Brien as counsel to the school committee. Atty. 
O’Brien has displayed, in our observation, eminent 
qualifications as town counsel and strong court ability. 

We would hope the remaining members of the school 
committee will not alter their vote of May 27, accepting 
Atty. O’Brien as their special counsel. 

Mr. Olesen has informed the selectmen and town 
manager that the problem is an internal one, involving 


’ the school committee and that the matter of counsel is 


an important consideration. The committee in general 
and the two men in particular are faced with a possible 
suit resulting from the decision not to continue Asst. 
Supt. of Schools Edward P. Regan in that post over a 
year ago. : 

With the resignation status in limbo at present, let us 
examine some points we feel pertinent: 


The Law 
Basis of objection to the retention of Atty. O’Brien as 
special counsel is lodged in the fact that he is associated 
in law practice with Atty. Alfred Daniels, town counsel. 
Atty. Daniels, according to Olesen, did not represent 
he and his colleagues properly in a court case involving 
secret meetings a year ago. 


Problem comes from the taking of depositions, accor- 
ding to reports, and interpretations of the law by 
laymen. 

The law, indicates that in the taking of depositions, all 
matters pertinent to the case must be recited. 
Irrelevancies can be expected by the court. 

The law seems to be specific and interpretation by 
laymen can be dangerous. 

It has been amply proven in the past year that no man 
is above the law and the-courts have been specific with 
regard to procedures to be followed. 

Therefore, it would appear to be a judgement call on 
the part of the two school committeemen as to whether 
or not they were adequately represented. 


The Town 


The town of Andover is a party to any legal 
proceedings which may be brought due to the Regan 
case. 


The two men are involved in that case, and, in our opi- 
nion, are entitled to representation. 

Elected or appointed officials of the town, whether 
one agrees with their decisions or not, should be af- 
forded proper counsel, when legal proceedings are 


brought against them, due to their municipal activity. 
The town as an interested party should, through 


4 
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proper administrative channels, and according to 
charter, provide that legal protection. 

Following the dictates of the charter, the town 
manager, with the approval of the selectmen, is the 
authority to provide that counsel. 

The primary obligation here, as we see it, is to 
provide capable legal service to those involved. There is 
no obligation, or does it appear mandatory in any way, 
to accede to the personal wishes of those who may or 


may not be legally entangled. 


The Effect 


A major consideration is the effect of the resignation 
on the Andover school committee. 

Loss of the two men, whether we agree or disagree 
with their particular educational philosophies, will cer- 
tainly deprive the board of an alternate voice, for a 
time, if not until next March. 

This is an unfortunate circumstance. 

Editorially we noted in March that the makeup of the 
present school committee was good, in that there was 
sufficient representation for all sides. | 

It provided an adequate forum for full discussion of 
issues involving public education. Final decisions, while 
not always meeting with overall approval, would, 
nevertheless have the opportunity of full and fair 
debate. 

With such voices stilled by resignation, there is provi- 
sion to allow for a committee made up of complete un- 
animity, which is not always the best. 

Further, their actions at this time, will virtually 
paralyze any policy making or decision processing, 
since the chairman Dr. Francis Griggs is away for the 
summer. This leaves two members, both having served 
only a few months, and less than a quorum, as the 

summer overseers of the town’s public education 
system. 

It is, we think, a little unfair. 


Conclusion 


By virtue of their decision, they are being unfair to 
those they have been elected to serve. 

There is little need for threats within the conduct of 
municipal business. 

Public education in Andover as well as other com- 
munities can withstand the problems of possible lack of 
quorum within the school committee. 


The board would be weakened if the intended 
resignations were now reversed through acquiescence 


to their requests. 


Their objections on the counsel issue are essentially 


invalid and unacceptable. 


We are not prone to using sporting parlance in

But, to those observers who judge the situation as in 
the category of the child with the baseball who won’t 
‘play unless he can pitch, we would suggest that the 
situation seems more aligned to how well Andover, as a
